Rabbits remain plentiful at 
Caddo and one reliable farmer 
who owns 125 acres says he has 
kept an accurate count of the 
number tagged during the sea¬ 
son which foots up 625 and at 10 
cents each will make $62.50. He 
says this amount paid his taxes 
for three years and left $1.50 for 
his wife to shop on.

Spiritual ... good- 
hearted. . .humorous.. .soft-spo¬ 
ken... intelligent... encour- 
ager... mentor... community 
minded... generous... unassum¬ 
ing: these were only some of the 
descriptors used to describe Ms. 
Shonert on her passing on 
October 25, 1998. She died 

from complications from a 
stroke. 

She was the first child of 
Lexie and Eugene Hancock and 
grew up in the Lenoxburg area 
where her parents were grocery 
owners. She attended the one 
room school at Lenoxburg and 
graduated from Bracken County 
High School. She moved to 
Cincinnati where she graduated 
from the Cincinnati Bible 
Seminary and studied at the 
Cincinnati Conservatory of 
Music. 

Genevieve married Warren 
Jeffrey Shonert Jr. in the 
Cemetery Chapel Church in 
Lenoxburg on October 5, 1946. 
To this union twins were born: 
Jeffrey Hancock and Genevieve 
Grace on June 3, 1950. 

After her move to Falmouth, 
Ms. Shonert became active in 
many civic affairs. She directed 
the choir at Falmouth Christian 
and was organist for 20 years at 
Woodhead Funeral Home. She 
helped found the Pendleton 
County Public Library and later 
was instrumental in founding 
the Kincaid Regional Theater. 
She served 14 years as a school 
board member of the Falmouth 
City Schools. She also served as 
director of the First National 
Bank and Fifth Third Bank of 
Northern Kentucky.

With the new system indi¬ 
vidual medical claims filed with 
the federal Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services (CMS) 
will be shared with doctors and 
hospitals unless Medicare 
patients opt out of the data-shar¬ 
ing. The automatic sharing does 
not apply to treatment for sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

Accountable Care Organiza¬ 
tions (ACOs) are supposed to 
provide “coordinated care” by 
having a patient’s multiple doc¬ 
tors communicate with one 
another and with the hospital 


about the best course of treat¬ 
ment. 

Under the Accountable Care 
model, Medicare patients do not 
enroll in an ACO, their doctors 
do. However, ACOs are 
required to notify beneficiaries 
of their participation in the new 
“coordinated care” system. 

The coordinated care effort 
is believed to save up to $1.1 
billion over five years according 
to CMS estimates. 

The Pioneer ACO initiative 
is looking to reduce costs 
through coordinated care for 
patients as one of several 
options for providers looking to 
reduce costs.

Cook up a cure for cabin fever 


When it is too cold to play 
outside it is time to get creative 
inside.
